IMPORTING OIL AND GRAIN 


One of the big businesses in America which the government is seek- 


ing to regulate into prosperty is the oil industry. Oil production in the 
United States has been cut down by agreement, although the situation Is 
not under control because a graat deal of "hot" or bootleg oil is pro- 
duced inJTeias in spite of the efforts of the federal and state govern- 
ments to prevent it. 


When the agreement to limit production in the United States 


.- 
was entered into, it was understood that the importation of oil was to be 
cut down, too. The measure for the importation of oil from foreign 
fields was fixed as an amount not exceeding the average daily imports 
••r the last six months of 1932. It was estimated that the imports were 
about 108,000 barrels a day. But it is now stated that the imports during 
'the first six months of 1934 have exceeceS this agreed measure in every 
month excepting February and that the importations for the period 
amounted to nearly 25,000,000 barrels. 


It would seem sensible to believe that at a time when the oil in- 


dustry in America is overburdened with excess production, ,and the gov- 
ernment is unable entirely to control it, that oil should come in the list 
of unnecessary imports. 
Why should we cut. down oil production In 


America when oil is being imported from foreign fields and the money 
is going to workers in the foreign oil industry? 


Of course the procedure of curtailing industry and importing what 


we can produce at home, as applied to the oil industry is not inconsistent 
•with other New Deal practices. For more than a year we have had a 
strenuous campaign to cut down production on the American farms, al-

Failure of the construction industry to show signs of revival has 


been one of the discouraging features in connection with the recovery 
program. 


That a change is beginning to show itself now gives a brighter 
coloring to the picture. 


According to Dun and Bradstreet, in a review of 215 cities, build- 


ing permits issued during August totaled in value $34,000,000. This repre- 
sented an increase of 1% per cent over July. The rise, although small, 
takes on more importance than the figures would seem to justify when 
it is remembered that the gain was made at a season when, normally 
there is a decline. Further significance is Siven it also in the fact that 
the August figures were 6.3 per cent greater than the figures for the 
same month last year. 


A general revival of the construction industry would be felt in many 


related nelds and would give a decided boost to general recovery.- The 
August, increase may indicate that the long-expected upward turn in 
building has begun, and that a more rapid rise from now on will occur. 
If so, its importance hardly can be overestimated

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NEW SLUMS FOR OLD 


I 


N THE discussion of slum-clearing proposal's and in the under- 


taking of such projects, one important point appears lo have 


escaped clarifying attention. 
Pertinence is given it now by de- 


velopments in a large city of the Middle West where federal 
funds are being used in clearing out a big slum area. 


The work already is under way. The estimated cost of the 


transformation will run into the millions. 
Preparatory to tear- 


ing down the dilapidated buildings which are to be' replaced 
with new structures, it was necessary to move out about 400 
families. These had been making their homes in the ramshackle 
affairs that went for buildings not because they preferred such 
homes but because they were unable to pay higher rent than was 
demanded for these. 


What have become of the families moved out? They are 


taking up quarters in other.buildings of the same class from 
which they were moved. 
This is because they can not afford 


better ones. 
Many of them are remaining in the same section 


of the city while others are going to different sections where 
they can obtain shelter for the few dollars they can spare for 
rent. 


Can the new buildings to take the place of their old homes 


be rented as low as the dilapidated affairs that preceded them? 
If not, ftie result will be simply a transfer of the slum to an- 
other area. 


The matter is one that offers material for serious study 


and a little research work. Those active in slum-clearance pro- 
jects should give it such attention and let the public know the 
answer. 


IMPORTING OIL AND GRAIN 


One of the big businesses in America which the government is seek- 


ing to regulate into prosperty is the oil industry. Oil production in the 
"United States has been cut down by agreement, although the situation is 
not under control because a great deal of "hot" or bocileg oil is pro- 
duced in Texas in spite of the efforts of the federal and state govern- 
ments to prevent it. 


When the agreement to limit production in the United States 


was entered into, it was understood that the importation of oil was to be 
cut down, too. The measure for the importation of oil from foreign 
fields was fixed as an amount not exceeding the average daily imports 
tar the last six months of 1932. It was estimated that the imports were 
about 108,000 barrels a day. But it is now stated that the imports during 
'the first six months of 1934 have exceeded this agreed measure in every 
month excepting February and that the Importations for the period 
amounted to nearly 25,000,000 barrels. 


It would seem sensible to believe that at a time when the oil in- 


dustry in America is overburdened with excess production, -and the gov- 
ernment Is unable entirely to control it, that oil should come in the list 
of unnecessary imports. 
Why should we cut. down oil production In 


America when oil is being imported from foreign fields and the money 
is going to workers in the foreign oil industry? 


Of course the procedure of curtailing industry and importing what 


we can produce at home, as applied to the oil industry is not inconsistent 
•with other New Deal practices. For more than a year we have had a 
strenuous campaign to cut down production on the American farms, al- 
though we have been importing rye and other farm products and will 
have to import some wheat, oats and certain feeds before the next crop 
comes in. Oats and rye are already <.coming in from abroad. 


We were told that in paying the farmer to .reduce his crops we 


were teaching him and hiring him to help himself. 
But it can't be 


helping the American farmer much to get him to raise fewer crops and 
then have our people buy them abroad.

Failure of the construction industry to show signs of revival has 


been one of the discouraging features in connection with the recovery 
program. 


That a change is beginning to show Itself now gives a brighter 


coloring to the picture. 


According to Dun and Bradstreet, In a review of 215 cities, build- 


ing permits issued during August totaled in value $34,000,000, This repre- 
sented an increase of 1% per cent over July. The rise, although small, 
takes on more importance than the figures would seem to justify when 
it is remembered that the gain was made at a season when, normally, 
there is a decline. Further significance is .given it also in the fact that 
the August figures were 6.3 per cent greater than the figures for the 
same month last year. 


A general revival of the construction industry would be felt in many 


related fields and would give a decided boost to general recovery. The 
August increase may indicate that the long-expected upward turn in 
building has begun, and that a more rapid rise from now on will occur. 
If so, its Importance hardly can be overestimated.

Mr. Roosevelt

known then as Alfred E. Smith— 
strange as that may seem now. 


You will recall that the Lindbergh 


story first "broke" 
on March 
1, 


1932. Mr. Roosevelt went off

first page for ten days. 


Along came convention time— 


June, 1932. 
The politicians were 


all set for having eclusive first page 
space. 
But, lo, another angle of 


the Lindbergh case broke, the Lind- 
bergh baby was found dead—and 
Mr. Roosevelt lost first page space 
that he needed badly.

to the Lindbergh story "broke," and, 
to boot, Lindbergh announced he 
would vote for Mr. Hoover. 


Now we come to Sept. 20, 1934. 


President Roosevelt has returned to 
Hyde Park from viewing the yacht 
races off Newport.

1686—John Alden died at 87 in Dux- 
bury, Mass., having outlived all the 
other signers of the Mayflower com- 
pact.

Secretary Dern publicly described 


the anti-aircraft defense works as

May Request $30,000,000 . 
Upwards of $30,000,000 may be re­ 
quested for an ti-aircraft improve­ 
m ent in the army, a substantial part 
of which will be devoted 
to

canal zone. 
A move will be made to have con­ 
gress authorize the necessary ex­ 
penditure for the canal zone and to 
obtain the money either in the reg­ 
ular war 
departm ent 
appropria­ 
tion bill or from the PWA, prefer­ 
ably the latter. 
G eneral Douglas M acA rthur, chief 
of staff, sought to obtain funds for 
the Panam a C anal defense works in 
his last annual report to congress 
but failed. 
Secretary Visits Zone 
It was not u n til Secretary D srn 
visited the zone this summ er th a t 
the full im port of the 
need 
for 
strengthening the defense works was 
brought home to the adm inistration. 
Secretary D ern publicly described 
th e an ti-aircraft defense works as 
“weak” and conferred w ith M ac­ 
A rthur on steps to remedy the sit­ 
uation. 
W ith the rapid development of 
speed in high powered bombers and 
fighting planes, the secretary does 
not believe the existing i.nti-aircraft 
equipm ent is sufficiently adequate 
to protect the canal zone from an 
“enem y” air raid. 
M ilitary strategists 
regard 
the 
zone as one of the first objectives 
a t which the “enem y” would strike 
and seek to destroy if this country 
became engaged in a war in 
the 
Pacific.

City Engineer Hoskins told mem- 


bers of council when they met to- 
day In the city building, that the 
engineers corps ol the city had pre- 
pared plans for three projects which 
he would like to have council ask 
the RWD to approve so that -work 
can start October 1.

Within 12 months after the open- 


ing of the last state office, the Home 
Owners Loan corporation has refi- 
nanced more than half a million 
urban homes, the loan values being 
over a billion and a half dollars, ac- 
cording to a report received by Don 
I'. McGrew, manager for the HOIX3 
in Lawrence county. 


To liquidate arrears in taxes the 


HOLC has paid into the local treas- 
uries of the 3072 counties of the 
United States $130,300,000, thus eas- 
ing the burden on communities in 
the matter of meeting municipal 
payrolls. 


In order to secure loans now it is 


necessary that the home under con- 
sideration be in a fair state of re- 
pair, according to Mr. McGrew. To 
this end the HOLC will advance 
money intended to put the home in 
proper shape. When an applicant 
presents his application for a loan it 
is necessary that he get bids from 
three responsible bidders for repairs 
needed. 


"These bids are sent to us and are 


opened in the presence -of the appli- 
cant," said Mr. McGrew. "We have 
no contractors in particular that 
must be used, the choice of the con- 
tractor lies largely with the appli- 
cant. All we want to sec done is to 
get the property in shape and get 
the loan application through."
